James L. Ford Jr., chairman of 
the Citizens’ Smoke Elimination 
Committee, and Philip J. Watson, 
president of the Terminal Railroad 
Association, made statements to- 
day pointing to Fred A. Schleifer, 
former Illinois coal mine manager, 
now associate director of the di- 
vision of railway transport, Office 
of Defense Transportation, as the 
originator of the sudden attack 
made, on t:- pretext of railroad 
needs, on the St. Louis smoke 
ordinance.

Assails Schleifer’s ‘Effrontery.” 

“It will be remembered,” Ford 
said, “that Mr. Eastman, who has 
been credited with more knowl-/ with 
edge of transportation than any 
other authority in the count 
never raised the question of the 
St. Louis ordinance in any way 
creating a burden on transporta- 
tion. Mr. Schleifer knows this, 
but almost immediately after the 
death of his superior, he has the 
effrontery to take advantage of 
the opportunity to make a demand 
on St. Louis that was never made 
by Mr. Eastman, and which cer- 
tainly would not have had his ap- 
proval.” 

Ford said also that he ques- 
tioned Schleifer’s right to speak 
for the Solid Fuels Administration 
for War, as Schieifer undertook 
to do in hig letter to Mayor A. P.

Advocates of Teacher Pay Plan Yield to 


Avert Resignation of Government 


—Many Vexed at Test.

LONDON, March 30 (AP).— 
Winston Churchill tonight won 
his eighth vote of confidence in 


four years, from a _ recalcitrant 
House of Commons openly vexed 
at being called to mark over a 
minor domestic issue but ready to 
show its continued support of the 
Government's over-all program on 
the eve of an Allied invasion of 
Western Europe. 

The division was 425 to 23—the 
Prime Minister’s strongest show- 
ing since the first three virtually 
unanimous votes of confidence 
early in his leadership through the 
grim days of war reverses. 


| The House, packed with an ur- 
gently summoned turnout of Gov- 
ernment supporters, cheered as 
the vote was announced. 


Churchill left the hall a few 
minutes later, smiling at the 
cheers which followed him, 


He had won hands down, as ex- 
pected, on a vote which he de- 
manded to reverse his Govern- 
ment’s one-ballot defeat Tuesday 
night on a Government-opposed 
amendment providing equal pay 
for men and women teachers. 

Churchill refused to’ regard this 
as a domestic issue, and said he 
must have the support of the

Maverick Bars ‘Gobbledygook’ 
Language; Wants Its Users Shot

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The 
capital was chuckling today over 
the latest head-on clash between 
rampaging Maury Maverick, head 
of the Smaller War Plants Corpo- 
ration, and “stuffy wordiness.” 

Maverick, who believes in being 
direct and simple in action and 
word, recently spent several hours 
trying to decipher a pretentious 
report written by an assistant in 
his department. 

Finally he slammed the report 
in the wastebasket, seized the dic- 
taphone and dictated the follow- 
ing memo to all of his employes, 
entitled: “Lengthy memoranda 
and gobbledygook language.” 

“Memoranda should be as short 
as clearness will allow. The Na- 
val officer who wired ‘sighted sub 
— ank same,’ told the whole story. 
Put the subject matter—the point 
—and even the conclusion, in the 
opening paragraph and the whole 


story on one page. Period. Ifa 
lengthy explanation, statistical 


matter or such is necessary, use 
attachments. 

“Stay off the gobbledygook lan- 
guage. It only fouls people up. 
For the Lord's sake, be short and 
say what you're talking about, 
Let’s stop ‘pointing up’ programs, 
‘finalizing’ contracts that ‘stem 
from district, regional or Wash- 
ington levels.’ There are no ‘levels’ 
—local Government is as high as 
Washington Government, 

“Anyone using the words ‘acti- 
vation’ or ‘implementation’ will be 
shot.’ 

Maverick said that after dictat- 
ing that memo he felt relieved. “I 
felt as though my-soul had been 
cleansed, For years I have been 
confused and frustrated by this 
strange language that’s used 
around here.”

MOSCOW, March 30 (AP), — 
A front-page editorial in the Gov- 
ernment newspaper Izvestia ex- 
plained today that the exchange 
of envoys with the Italian admin- 
istration of Marshal Pietro Ba- 
doglio did not mean full recogni- 
tion of his Government and in 
effect called on Britain and the 
United States for a change in the 
Government in Italy. 

“The Italian question is one of 
the important problems confront- 
ing the Allies and it should be set- 
tled as soon as possible to help 
hasten victory over Germany,” the 
editorial said. 

Izvestia expressed irritation with 
American and British newspapers 
which, it said, had interpreted the 
exchange of envoys as meaning 
Soviet support for undemocratic 
elements in Italy. It added Rus- 
sia was Willing to have immediate 
changes in the Badoglio Govern- 
ment without waiting for the oc- 
cupation of Rome. 

Pointing out that British and 
American statesmen have declared 


lthis is not the correct time. to 


raise the question of the mon- 
archy’s existence. or the abdica-} 
tion of King Vittorio. Emanuele, 
Izvestia said, “But it cannot be 
denied that this question was not 
discussed by all three Allied 
powers—not at the Moscow Con- 
ference, not at the council tables, 
nor in current exchange of dip- 
lomatic opinions.” 

Referring to Churchill's declara- 
tion in the House of Commons on 
Feb. 22 that only in Rome could 


an Italian government with a solid 


foundation be formed, IzvVestia 
said, “This opinion did not result 
from common decisions and dis- 
cussions of the three Allied 
po ” 

The editorial also showed irri- 
tation over Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden's part in the Italian 
question. Recalling that he was 
questioned March 22 on whether 
the Russians had joined in the 
provisional agreement on the ques- 
tion of future changes in the 
Italian government after the occu- 
pation of Rome and that he re- 
plied that the Russians did not 
express any dissatisfaction, the 
paper declared:

Germans Proved ‘Obsti- 
nate and Effective Sol- 
diers,’ Rubble Gave 
Them Good Cover. 


WASHINGTON, March 30 (AP). 
—Secretary of War Stimson, dis- 
cussing the situation at Cassino, 
said today “the simple fact is that 
the Germans stopped us.” 

He told a press conference that 
the Allied attack on the Italian 
fortress town “has subsided for 
the time being without achieving 
the results -for which we had 
hoped.” 

The Germans, Stimson said, 
showed again “that they are ob- 


stinate and effective soldiers who 
do not quit when they are ordered 
to hold a key post at all cost.” 

“Their occupation of the steep 
hills where their guns covered the 
town gave the Nazis a continual 
advantage,” he said. “The bomb 
and shell destruction which our 
planes and guns wrought in Cas- 
sino did not prevent a garrison de- 
fense by those who survived our 
explosives and by other enemy 
troops who filtered in to join 
them.

6. B. Shaw Offers to Leave Fortune 


To Establish 42 


-Letter Alphabet 


LONDON, March 30 (AP). — 
George Bernard Shaw declared to- 
day that he was willing to be- 
queath his entire fortune to es- 
tablish g new 42-letter English 
alphabet which would represent 
all speech sounds in the language. 

In a letter to The Times of 


London indorsing Basic English, 


Shaw said that for years he had 
used the alphabet—which he de- 
vised himself—to save time in his 
own writing. 

. “If only the British Government 
were as intelligent as I am,” he 
quipped. 

“We have no English alphabet. 
English speech has 42 sounds 
which must be spellable before 
the language can be written or 
read intelligently. To do this with 
26 letters we have to resort to 
permutations and combinations.” 

Pointing out the time-saving 
advantage of his proposed system, 
Shaw wrote that only a fraction 
of a second ig lost if a man spells 


f 


“though” with six letters instead 
of two, but that fraction should 
be multiplied by the total time 
re throughout the British Em- 
ire and North America. 

“The fact that Russia, with her 
35-letter alphabet, can spell my 
name with two letters instead of 
four may conceivably make it im- 
possible for us to compete eco- 
nomically with Russia,” he said. 


“I am ready to bequeath all I 
possess (if war taxation leaves 
me anything to bequeath) to es- 
tablish a new 42-letter alphabet 
with it. I have saved years by 
using the alphabet for my own 
works, but they all have to be 
transcribed and typed and setup 
and printed in Phoenician, so no- 
body's time is saved except my 
own.’

BOARD CITED HERE 


Choice of Members by 


Court Judges Said to! 


Have Been Good Over 
Many Years. 


PRESIDENT GIVEN 
LIFE TENURE 


Education System Pro- 
tected From Political 
Sniping by Well-in- 
formed Opinion.

PHILADELPHIA, March 30@— 
Administration of the Philadelphia 
public schools by an appointive 
Board of Education is being cited 


in the movement for changing the 
St. Louis Board of Education from 
elective to appointive status. 

The Philadelphia board has 15 
members, chosen for staggered 
six-year terms by the 21 Judges 
of the Common Pleas Courts (who 
themselves are elected for 10-year 
terms). The St. Louis plan, now 
widely discussed, is to reduce the 
gchool board from 12 members to 
geven, appointed by the Mayor and 
subject to ratification or rejection 
by the voters subsequently, in the 
way the Missouri judicial system 
functions. 

Philadelphia is more than twice 
as big as St. Louis, with 1,931,334 
population in the last census, com- 
pared with 816,048 for St. Louis. 

No Electoral Veto. 

There is no electoral veto over 
the appointments to the Phila- 
delphia board. For a quarter of a 
century the custom here has been, 
with few exceptions, to reappoint 
board members until their death 
in office. 

Appointments by the Board of 
Judges have, as a rule; been good 
—usually pemons who would not 
embroil themselves in political 
factional fights and who are lead- 
ers in business or the professions. 
Sometimes leading civic and child 
welfare groups have proposed to 
the Board of Judges, for member- 
ship on the schoo] board, outatand- 
ing men and women, whom the 


Judges have passed “ver in favor |}, 


of unknowns. Nominations by 
these organizations are roughly 
equivalent to an important fea- 
ture of the St. Louis plan—limit- 
ing the Mayor to appointment 
from among nominees presented 
by a qualified civic committee rep- 
resenting important elements of 
society. 

Another point of comparison be- 
tween the Philadelphia system and 
the St. Louis proposal is the fact 
that the most important commit- 
tee of the Philadelphia board, the 
Schools Committee, is a commit- 
tee of the whole board member- 
ship. There are three other stand- 
ing committees here, including 
one on finance, whose work is re- 
garded as specialized, with per- 
sonnel composed of smaller 
groups. Implicit in the St. Louis 
plan, as recommended in the 1939 
Strayer survey report, is operation 
of a smaller school board through 
committee of the whcie instead of 
the present four standing commit- 
tees of equal size. — 

Tenure of President. 

For a quarter of a century or 
longer the practice of the Phila- 
delphia board has been to give its 
president life tenure, with re-elec- 
tion every six years. The St. Louis 

chooses a new president an- 
nually. 

The Philadelphia schools have 
Jong been protected from political 
sniping by a well-informed, sympa- 
thetic public opinion. Their ad- 
ministrators have been able to 
preserve a close contact with their 
public so that no presure groups 
or political parties have been suc- 
cessful in any major effort to 
short-circuit the public from its 
achools. ' 

One of the factors of strength 
fn the Philadelphia public school 
system is its open-door policy. All 
meetings of the Board of Educa- 
tion and its committees are open 
to the public and the press. All 
minutes and reports of the board 
and the agendas of all meetings 
are handed to the press, as fre 
resentatives of the public, at the 
game time that they are handed to 
board members. All the profes- 
sional heads of the school system 
hand their reports to the press in 
confidence for perusal at the same 
time the board gets the copies. 

The public schools of . Phila- 
Gelphia report to the public and 
not to any political organization. 
Errors—and there are many—are 
made in the public light and it is 
the responsibility of the public to 


protest. 
' Open Meetings. . 
The full glare of open meetings 
and the responsibility for laying 
the record of their final actions 
before the press and the public 
has kept a healthy atmosphere in 
school affairs. The Superintend- 
ent of Public Schools, Dr. A. J. 
Stoddard, has been the super-sales- 
man of the schoots. He and his 
staff are constantly meeting or 
speaking to citizen groups. ach 
teacher and clerk, in every rela- 
tion with the public, seeks to build 
up an understanding of what the 
schools are doing. As a result, 
selfish politics has had difficulty 
in muscling in on the schools. 
_ Back in 1903 four members of a 
district school board—a setup since 
abandoned for tne one central 
Board of Education—were sent to 
jail for extorting money from per- 
sons seeking appointment as pub- 
lic school teachers, It was the cul- 
mination of many political abuses 
that resulted in an aroused public 
opinion, which demanded and got

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Mother Entered Hospital More Than Month 
Ago—‘Now I’ll Have a Brother to Play

NEW YORK, March 30 (AP).— 
The Zarief quadruplets, born 
prematurely yesterday, had their 
first formula-feeding today. 

A bulletin issued by the hospi- 
tal revealed the three girls and 
one boy—probably the first quad- 
ruplets in New York City’s his- 
tory—slept well and were given 
sugar and water during the night. 
Their first feeding was at 9 a, m. 

Mrs, Eleanor Zarief, 27 years 
old, their mother, also rested com- 
fortably, the hospital said, and 
this morning read newspaper ac- 
counts of the birth. 

The infants, described by at- 
tendants as “nice active babies,” 
occupied air-conditioned, oxygenat- 
ed cribs side by side in the nurs- 
ery. The star patients alternately 
squalled, slept and ate, 

The multiple birth, to Harry 
Zarief, violinist, and his wife, had 
been anticipated and planned for, 
Mrs. Zarief was informed she 
probably would have quadruplets 
after Xrays were ‘taken last De- 
cember, 

She entered the hospital more 
than a month ago. The infants 
were born yesterday morhing—a 
month prematurely—with an audi- 
ence which included every impor- 
tant obstretician of the hospital

Taxing Power. 

The Board of Education has an 
independent taxing power given 
it by the State Legislature. This 
seems to be taxation without rep- 
resentation, but it is not so in- 
terpreted by schogl people. The 
Legislature has so written the law 
that the Board of Education is 
merely the administrative agent 
of the State. The board is re- 
quired to tax enough to pay all 
salaries and the retirement levy, 
and the minimum of salaries is 
fixed by the State, with permis- 
sion to exceed the minimum, This 
minimum is -higker in  Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburgh than ‘in 
smaller districts. 

The State law requires also that 
the board tax enough to pay its 
debts and interest and sinking 
fund charges, and their limit is 
also fixed, In addition it must tax 
not less than 3 mills or more 
than 5 for all other purposes. It 
is not allowed to tax a total of 
more than $117% on each hun- 
dred dollars of assessed valua- 
tion. 

The schools of Philadelphia In 
the depression years went through 
the most prolonged and vigorous 
attack from political sources that 
they have sustained since 1903. 
The hunger for jobs made the 
schools a favorite target of the 
political organizations. | 

Four different surveys, the 
most comprehensive inaugurated 
by the schools themselves and 
carried out by nationally known 
educators, were made. The com- 
munity, civic groups were organ- 
ized in a “Save the Schools” cam- 
paign. The initiative in this was 
taken by the University Women's 
Club, which includes in its mem-

JEFFERSON CITY, March 30. 
—The House this afternoon per- 
fected the committee substitute 
for two bills proposing pay in- 
creases for St. Louis policemen 
which adopts all of the recommen- 
dations of the St, Louls Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment in- 
stead of the ihgher figures urged 
by the Board of Police Commis- 
siOners. This action, which is the 
last step short of bringing the 
measure up for passage, followed 
@ favorable report on the bill by 
the House Committee on Munici- 

pal Corporations, 

The House added an emergency 
clause, which would make the bill 
effective upon its signing by the 
Governor. It defeated without a 
record vote two amendments that 
would have increased the pro- 
posed pay for patrolmen, The new 
measure provides increases for all 
grades up to and inoluding assist- 
ant chief of detectives, The in- 
creases vary from 3.2 per cent to 
16 per cent. 

The committee substitute also 
provides for increasing the num- 
ber of captains from 17 to 20 and 
lieutenants from 32 to 37. 

Patrolmen and probationary pa- 
trolmen are principal] beneficiaries 
of the new Dill. Patrolmen, now 


receiving $180 a month, would be) 


paid $200 a month, the increase 
proposed by the Board of Esti- 
mate, The Police Board unged a 
scale of $210 a month. Probation- 
aries, now ,paid $155 a month, 
would be advanced to $160 a 
month for the first six months of 
service, $170 during the next six 
months, and $180 a month there- 
after. The same graduated scale 
was proposed by the Police Board. 

Other salaries proposed by the 
substitute, together with the pres-

The committee rejected Police

In adopting the salary scale pro- 
posed: by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, the committee 
accepted the judgment of that 
board on the financial situation 
of the city, which must pay the 
salaries fixed by the Legislature 
for the police. 

A letter from the Board of Es- 
timate to the committee, compar- 
ing the various recommendations

She Told Him She Lived in Actor’s Home, He 
Testifies—Heard a Voice From House 
and She Got Out of Auto.

awaken her. , 


hen he drove 838 he said, 
an car, with Miss Berry 
in it, parked in street.

“T heard nolses in the street,” 
Bonini continued. “I went down. 
Miss Berry apparently had fallen 
on the sidewalk.

“T helped her into -my car and 
asked \her where she lived, and 
she said, ‘Mr, Chaplin's house be-

“When you got to the Chaplin 
house, where did you go?” Giesler 
asked. “There was a distinct hill. 
I drove through the gate and 
about half-way up, the car 
stopped.”

hearing preliminary to signing a 
new contract with the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. 

At the first session of the hear- 
fing at Hotel Melbourne yesterday, 
©. D. Zimmring of Chicago, gen- 
eral counsel for the international 
union, listed the union’s demands 
and offered in evidence of the 
company’s ability to meet them, 
reports that annual operating rev- 
enue had increased almost 10 mil- 
lion dollars since 1941.

= from 60 cents to $1.03 

ly. 


For 40-Hour Week. 

The demands announced 
Zimmring include, in addition to 
the wage increase, establishment 
of a job classification schedule to 
eliminate inequalities in pay rates; 
payment of overtime for more 
than eight hours of work dally 
and 40 hours weekly; 15-day vaca- 
tions after a year’s continuous 
employment, and 12 days of sick 
leave annually after a year’s em- 
ployment. 

In addition, the union is de- 
manding several changes in the 
eontract which expired Oct, 1, 
1943, to compensate car and bus 
operators for time lost by work- 
ing spread shifts. Spread shifts, 
caused by peaks arising in service 
at certain hours of the day, re- 
quire a man to work for a period, 
take several hours off, and com- 
plete his run later.

Opening statement for the com- 
pany was made by its representa- 
tive, Dr. Leslie Vickers of New 
York, a transit consultant.

After numerous attempts the 
larger-pension bloc in. the House 
succeeded in overriding a .recom- 
mendation by the House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations that the 
additional pension fund allowance 
be fixed at $1,500,000 which the 
Social Security Commission had 
indicated was the amount actual- 
ly needed, 

An amendment by Representa- 
tive Fred A, Neel (Dem.) of Ran- 
dolph County fixing the pension 
appropriation at $1,950,000, half 
State and half Federal funds, was 


rafiopted by a vote of 66 to 62.

ment capacity, John L. Collyer, 
president of the B. F. Goodrich 
Co.,, said in an address yesterday 
to the Chemurgic Conference of 
Agriculture, Industry and Science 
at Hotel Statler. 

“Even though the rubber indus- 
try expects to process in 1944 a 
tonnage of synthetic and natural 
rubber in excess of the prewar to- 
tal of 1940, it will be a number of 
months before any but military 
and very essential civilian needs 
for tires can be met,” he said. 

“Although companies in the rub- 
ber industry have appropriated 
more than $75,000,000 for expan- 
sion of manufacturing facilities, 
the full benefits will not be real- 
ized until toward the end of the 
war.” 

Warning on Conservation, 

Therefore, he warned, continued 
conservation of the tires you now 
have is essential. 

Pointing out the kinship be- 
tween America’s synthetic rubber 
plants and her armaments, Collyer 
advised an “insurance policy” in 
rubber that would guarantee the 
production of synthetic rubber for 
our armed forces after the war. 

“Only through continued re- 
search and volume production will 
the cost of making synthetic rub- 
ber approach more nearly the pro- 
duction cost of natural rubber,” he 
said. 

“For most voulme uses, at the 
present stage of development, nat- 
ural rubber has the advantage 
over synthetic rubber both in cost 
of finished products and in per- 
formance. But with American in- 
genuity and research on the job, 
great progress can be forged from 
the competition between natural 
and synthetic rubber in the post- 
war years. 

Greater Capacities Predicted. 

“Assuming that the rubber lands 
will not be destroyed when the, 
Japanese are driven out, and I 
don’t think they will be, potential 
world rubber capacities will be 
twice as great as before the war.” 

As manager-director of the Dun- 
lop Rubber Co. Limited, a British 
tire firm, Collyer spent three years 
abroad, noting rubber stock piles 
in Germany and Japan mounting, 
and becoming aware of the Ger- 
man advances in the production of 
synthetic rubber, He saw that 
war was imminent, but Govern- 
ment officials and _ industrial 
agents, he said, disregarded his 
warnings that tne great rubber 
plantations might be captured, He 
later joined the Goodrich Co. and 
* its president in November,

The White Paper which expires 
tomorrow and which neither the 
Arabs nor Jews agreed to, pro- 
vided that 75,000 Jewish immi- 
grants might be admitted to Pales- 
tine up ‘to March 31, 1944, with 
immigration prohibited thereafter 
except with the consent of the 
Palestine majority. This means 
the consent of the Arabs, who now 
outnumber the Jews by two to 
one. 


War Slows Immigration. 


Jewish immigration has been 
slowed to a trickle by the war 
and the latest announcement in 
the British House of Commons on 
the number who have entered 
Palestine said only slightly more 
than 47,000 had arrived since 1939. 
The announcement said another 
28,000 would be admitted to fill 
the original quota as conditions 
permitted. This statement caused 
little stir in the Middle East. 

However, in recent weeks, out- 
breaks of violence have been more 
frequent. A number of police- 
men have been murdred in Je- 
rusalem, Haifa and Tel Aviv. 
Bombs have been placed in immi- 
gration offices and police stations, 
causing some deaths in the latter. 
Palestine authorities say these are 
due almost, if not entirely, to Jew- 
ish extremist groups and that 
the Arabs hdve been ostentatiously 
refraining from terrorist activity 
in the hope of improving their 


case. : 
Terrorism by Extremists. 
Most of the terrorism has been 
attributed to the Abraham Stern 
extremist group. This group was 
broken up two years ago and 
Stern was killed in a gun battle. 
After a recent mass jailbreak, 
however, the organization revived 
and in the last few weeks authori- 
ties believe it has grown from 
around 40 members to more than 
100. Most members have sworn to 
be killed rather than be captured. 
They are well armed and the death 
of at least two policemen is laid 
by the British to the fact that 
gome of the group opened fire 
without warning when stopped on 
the street for routine questioning.

In 
addition to outnumbering Jews in 
Palestine two to one, the Arabs 
are extremely strong in the sur- 
rounding countries. 

A pan-Arab movement which 
started in a small way under Na- 
has Pasha, Egyptian Prime Min- 
ister, has snowballed into _a pow- 
erful group in the Middle East. 

The situation may come to a 
showdown when the next sizeable 
group of Jewish immigration en- 
ters the country. Presently the 
influx amounts to only 50 to 100 
weekly, mainly escapees through 
the Balkans and Turkey. British 
authorities hope the crisis can be 
averted on the basis a new com- 
mission has been proposed for a 
postwar study of the situation and 
because the Arabs, although at 
first opposed, have given support 
to the expiring White Paper. 


EDEN SAYS BRITAIN, 
U.S. DISCUSS PLAN 


LONDON, March 30 (AP). — 
Foreign Minister Anthony Eden 
told Commons today that the Unit- 
ed States and Britain are dis- 
cussing further action toward 
saving Jews in the Balkans from 
German terror and promised pun- 
ishment for Hitler's satellites 
guilty of an extermination policy. 

“Happily,” he said, “there are 
individuals and even official au- 
thorities among the satellites. who 
have resisted the evil of the Ger- 
man example and have shown tol- 
eration and mercy, . . . The Brit- 
ish Government is concerned to 
make it clear that those who fol- 
lowed the right path also will not 
be forgotten on the day of final 
reckoning.” 

Eden said Britain was trying to 
rescue all menaced by German 
terror but avoided commitment on 
the Palestine question. He assert- 
ed it had always been possible for 
persecuted Jews to enter Pales- 
tine within the quota and that 
the difficulty had been for them 
to leave their countries. 

He answered in the negative a 
query by Laborite member John 
David Mack, who asked, “Are you 
not aware about 1400 unfortunate 
people who succeeded in reaching 
Palestine were turned out?” 


3000 YANKS PARADE 
IN LONDON"TO AID 
BRITISH FUND DRIVE 


Eisenhower Urges Unity in 
War Regardless of Race, 
Uniform or Rank. 


LONDON, March 30 (AP).— 
Three thousand American soldiers 
and Wacs in the biggest parade 
they ever mut on in London 
formed a mile and one-half pro- 
cession today as the feature of 
the United States forces day of 
the Salute-the-Soldier Week—Brit- 
ain’s fourth big war savings cam- 


paign. 
Led by four bands, tanks, big 


guns and floats carrying planes, 
the Americans paraded across 
Westminster bridge past the 
houses of Parliament and into 
Trafalgar Square as thousands of 
Londoners applauded. Lt. Gen. 


John C. H. Lee, deputy comman- 
der of American forces in the Eu- 
ropean area, took the salute in 
Trafalgar Square. 

Earlier Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, in a proclamation issued 
as part of the ceremonies, called 
on the United Nations to “live 
and work together regardless of 
race or nationality; creed or serv- 
ice, uniform or rank.” 

“We must fight on relentlessly, 
side by side, so that we will win 
together a better world, secure 
and free for all men everywhere,” 
Eisenhower said.

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“Our Defeat in Italy 


It is a bitter admission to make, after the 
high hopes that had been raised, but the hard 
fact must be faced: the Allies have suffered a 
definite defeat in the Italian campaign. 

All the attempts to take Cassino, where fighting 
has raged for mofe than eight weeks, have ended 
in failure. The beachhead at Anzio, which was 
confidently expected to open a speedy passage to 
Rome, now has become more a liability than an 
asset. The invasion of Italy, in short, has 
bogged down, 

All this is not the opinion of arm-chair gen- 
eralship. It is the verdict of correspondents on 
the spot, and of service newspapers published in 
The Maple Leaf, Canadian Army pub- 
lication, says the Allied effort at Cassino “can 
only be termed a failure.” The Stars and 
Stripes, American Army ‘paper, says the Allies 
have been able to make no gains for days, while 
“the Germans have not only reinforced -their 
unjts, but have been able to infiltrate the Allied 
lines and improve their positions.” 

After the series of steady if hard-fought vic- 
tories that began with the invasion of North 
Africa and continued through the conquest of 
Sicily and Southern Italy, this setback is a 
severe blow to the hopes of Allied peoples. It 
calls for revaluation and hard thinking, on the 
part of both the military and the civilian popula- 
tions, 

The operation at Anzio began on Jan. 22 with 
limited forces, but with excellent co-ordination 
and timing, and an astonishing lack of Nazi 
resistance. “I still don’t believe it,” a corres- 
pondent quoted one doughboy as saying after the 
unopposed landing. A Lieutenant Colonel re- 
marked:““Maybe the war is over and we don’t 
know it.” 

But when the Germans recovered from their 
surprise and shifted forces from the Cassino 
sector to apply pressure against the beachhead, 
the harsh lesson was driven in: landing is only 
the first and easiest phase of an invasion; the 
real test comes in trying to expand the toe-hold 
on the enemy’s coast into a drive toward his 
vitals. The Anzio beachhead has held, though 
several times its plight hag been highly perilous. 
But it has not made possible the capture of 
Rome, or even the cutting of the Appian Way. 
As one observer said, it is “another Tobruk.” 

Meanwhile at Cassino, the besiegers have used 
every device in their power to reduce the ‘stone- 
built town, without avail. The most spectacular 
phase wags the smashing aerial attack two weeks 
ago, by wave on wave of planes. Eye-witnesses 
used such phrases as “pulverized” and “ruined” 
to describe the scene. “Today we fumigated 
Cassino,” said Gen. Eaker. The expectation was 
thag it would be necessary only for troops to walk 
in and take over. 

But when our ground forces advanced, they met 
a murderous fire from the ruins and undamaged 
dugouts, from machine guns and artillery 
brought to the surface on elevators. Even after 
hard fighting, most of Cassino is still in enemy 
hands, 

It was demonstrated beyond contradiction at 
Cassino that air power has distinct limitations. 
“A veritable revolution in War Department 
planning” hag resulted, Richard L. Stokes wrote 
from Washington a few days ago. The ‘high com- 
mand has turned its attention to infantry, and 
the increased draft demands are doubtless a 
direct sequel. The whole technique of the coming 
Continental invasion is being restudied, for it is 
obvious that the Germans have deeply planted 
coastal forts that will create even more stubborn 
problems than Cassino. 

The bad news from Italy should be a convine- 
ing lesson for the civilian front as well. The 
legend of German military weakness is definitely 
dispelled. The recurrent hope that the European 
‘war will be over in 30 days or in 60 days must 
be banished, in the face of the facts. The idea of 
a civiliah letdown (because the war is “prac- 
tically won”) should be put out of every mind 
at once. 

The Nazis are proving in Italy that they are a 
tough, determined foe, and we have not even ap- 
proached their main stronghold. Perhaps the 
Italian campaign was poorly conceived strategical- 
ly, as Maj. Gen. Fuller, retired, of the British 
Army says; perhaps insufficient military power 
was sent to do the job. All that is beside the 
main point. The all-important fact now is that 
We are up against a tremendous task, wherever 
our fighters meet the enemy, and we are all in 
this thing together. 

The defeat in Italy is a challenge to our fight-

Those anguished cries of “Morder!” that are 
echoing on the wintry Missouri breezes come 
from the anguished small-loan lobby, which is 
operating from a distance in the Constitutional 
Convention, but nevertheless is-making its senti- 
ments plainly felt. The present sentiment, after 
Delegate McReynolds, former State Senator, had 
introduced his proposal, is that the small-loan 
interests are being brutally tréated; just as 


brutally, say, as Representative Lahey used to get ~ 


treated whenever he urged the House to do 
something about exorbitant interest rates. 

The McReynolds move is obviously something 
for which lobbyists and pressure boys weren't 
prepared. They had been working hard, all along, 
to put a hex on the Finnegan proposal to make 
the interest limit 18 per cent. But the\new pro- 
posal catches them off balance, with its provision 
thafi the-sLegislature not be permitted to authorize 
any interest rate in excess of 8 per cent for any 
sort of loan. Since the present small-loan rates 
are 36 and 30 per cent per year, it’s no wonder 
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‘comes from a Government official, 
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the lobbyists are yelling bloody murder. And 
since they have such neat financial advantages to 
protect as the high earnings of their companies 
and the lavish salaries of their officers, a fight 
to the death can now be expected. 

The battle of a wounded méther jaguar in 
defense of her cubs is a summer promenade in 
comparison with the struggle of a small-loan 
lobbyist in defense of his special privilege. 
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Who Fred Schleifer Is — 


Another insidious attack on the St. Louis smoke 
ordinance, again under the guise of patriotism, 
Fred A, 
Schleifer, associate director of the Division of 
Railroad Transportation of the Office of Defense 
Transportation, who has asked for Mayor Kauf- 
mann’s views on the possibility of suspension of 
the smoke ordinance “for the duration.” 

When, this same Mr. Schleifer once before 
sought, in the name of the national welfare, to 
bring back the choking @oot and filthy grime 
of Illinois coal to St, Louis, he did not have the 
high-sounding official title. He ‘Wwas then (1) 
general chairman of the Midwest Shippers’ Ad- 
visory Board of Chicago, and (2) traffic 
of the Franklin County (Ill.) Coal Co. 

In th 
the ach wien he says the smoke ordinance has 
not acédémplished its purpose. He cleverly uses 
the number of smoke palls as reported by the 
Weather Bureau to support his specious argu- 
ment, but says nothing about the shortened 
duration of the palls. Furthermore, every 8t. 
Louisan who resided in the city in the days of 
unrestrained smoke knows that the worst palls 
since enactment of the ‘ordinance have been light 
as compared with the black density that formerly 
was a frequent occurrence. The people know 
how great the accomplishment has been, — 

Two years ago Mr. Schleifer was blatantly de- 
nouncing St. Louls as a waster of railroad trans- 
portation because it procured some 650,000 tons 
of smokeless coal annually from the West Virginia 
fields. He tried then, but failed, to get the 
Solid Fuels Administration and the ODT to forbid 
the shipment of West Virginia coal to St. Louis, 
He failed, because it was shown then that there 
Was no excessive use of railway transportation 
which in any way interfered with the prosecu- 
tion of the war. Now that Mr. Schleifer has 
come to a position of responsibility in the ODT, 
he ig again raising the old arguments—the same 
ones he used when he denounced the smoke 
ordinance as a “dictator” ordinance. 

Relaxation of the vicious smoke evil has. been 
of enormous benefit to St. Louis. The saving in 
property destruction easily runs into millions of 
dollars a year. The improvement in health end 
spirit of the people is a benefit of incalculable 
value. 

The city’s attitudé has always been that if to 
serve the country in war time requires it to 
suffer smoke, it will endure the evil as long as 
may be necessary. But there has so far been no 
proof that the nation will be helped by the return 
of the smoke plague to this great city. 

It is hardly possible to dissociate Mr. Schieifer’s 
present attack on the St.. Louis smoke ordinance 
from his earlier intemperate one and his con- 
nection with the Southern Illinois coal industry. 
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Prompt Action for Soldier Voting 


The Legislature is.to be commended for the 
expedition with which it is proceeding toward 
enactment of bills to assure Missouri citizens in 
the military services, wherever they may be, the 
right to vote in this year’s elections, The bills 
passed by the Senate yesterday no doubt will 
be promptly approved by the House and the 
Governor. 

What the State is doing puts to shame the 
dilatory and ineffectual action of Congress in 
dealing with the same subject. If Congress had 
had the will to do so, an@ had not been impeded 
by a group of reactionary members, it might have 
worked out a Federal act which would have fully 
protected the voting privileges of citizens of all 
the states. 

As it is, the Federal bill, even if it becomes law, 
will be of little value, Under the circumstances, 
it is fortunate that Missouri and some other 
states are acting within the limits of their powers 
to preserve the franchise for those most deserv- 
ing of it—the defenders of the country’s liberties.

One of those things is a conviction that 
our courts should be above reproach, An- 


' Other is a strong feeling that when Mis- 


sourians vote on something, they mean it. 


Down at Jefferson City, a group of Con- 
stitutional Convention delegates are acting 
as if they never took a close look at their 
State. Some of the rural delegates are sat- 
urated with another very common Mis- 
souri trait, which is love of partisan poli- 
tics. It can become such an obsession that 
a man forgets everything else. Another 
group of St, Louis delegates is in the big- 
city business of “practical politics.” 

A man may be in politics without being 
an addict. It is the addicts, both rural and 
city, who are hellbent to drive the conven- 
tion ship through the non-political court 
rocks or wreck it. The other delegates, in 
or out of politics, are the ones who will 
have to save it. 


Abuses Brought Change 


What of these widely held Missouri con- 
victions? The feeling for the courts ig ex- 
pressed on every Main street. It is in the 
tone of voice with {Howdy, Judge,” when 
the personage strolls past. 

Never in their history have the people of 
Missouri tinkered with their courts lightly.

An established 
court system of Missouri is not a little 
thing to be kicked around with every man’s 
whim. 


And finding the system to produce the 
right kind of Judges isn’t a little thing. 
These Missourians want all their Judges 
to be worthy of the respect the people are 
ready to offer. 


The right ofithe people to decide things 
for themselves goes along with respect for 
Missouri Judges. When they vote for some- 
body or something, they expect that vote to 
be received with respect. 


The Work of the Politicians’ 


Three years ago, a group of politicians 
took the Democratic majority of the Legis- 
lature out on a fool’s errand of blocking 
the people’s. vote for a Governor.

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Is Roosevelt Beaten?

If you look at the thing from any ordi- 
nasy statistical angle, Roosevelt is defeated 
now. It’s worse even than most Republican 
editorial writers realize. 

Roosevelt's mass appeal has largely de- 
pended on four great elements: youth 
(which is in the Army, and can’t vote); 
labor (which is scattered in the greatest 
mass migration in history and hasn't regis- 
tered); farmers (who are definitely alienat- 
ed); Catholics (who are worried about 
Russia).

A pro-Roosevelt war worker who has

in 1944; there’s a two-year residence quall- 
fication, as in four other states! This is 
extreme, but the other states are tough, 
too, Literally millions of Army youth and 
workers aren't going to vote this year, 
while elderly stay-at-homes carry the day.

Twenty-first District. A vote like that 
downtown would mean the Democrats 
would certainly lose New York.

Plan for Controlled Spending 
As a Preventive of Depressions 


“Mobilizing for Abundance,” by Robert B, Nathan. 

(Whittlesey House, New York.) 2% 

Robert Nathan, former WLB Planning 
Committee chairman, holder of numerous 
other New Deal economic posts and one- 
time “outstanding young man of America,” 
as selected by the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, has written what might be 
termed “A Primer of New Economics.” Its 
fundamental concept is an economy of 
abundance as opposed to an economy of 
scarcity, and he outlines the ways of “mo- 
bilizing” for it. 

One of his first steps in winning the 
war's long-range objectives of economic 
security is creation of what he terms a 
“healthy economic environment,” in which 
capital, labor and government recognize # 
common goal and pool their efforts to at- 
tain full employment, individual opportu- 
nity and social security. 

* I 


In order to reach this happy state, ft is 
necessary to understand the cause of de- 
pressions and how to offset them. Basically, 
the author says, economic collapses result 
from accumulation of idle capital without 
“offsets to savings” which maintain a 
steady demand for production. 

Lest he be accused of encouraging ram- 
pant squandering, Nathan hastens to add 
that total spending on the part of only a 
certain group of individuals cannot in itself 


7 prevent depressions. Only when all income 


is spent or accounted for in the form of 
expenditures “offsetting savings” can thé 
goal of continuous production and employ- 
ment be reached. 

Government shotld be alert to use its'ex+ 
penditures, not as “pump-priming” devices, 
but as necessary economic controls to 
maintain a consistent consumer income. 
On the other hand, private enterprise must 
be encouraged to become more competitive 
in order that it progress along the lines of 
efficiency and expansion without . over- 
centralization of control. 

. . — 

Taxes should be adjusted in accordance 
with economic needg rather than political 
expediency, with a gradual elimination of 
indirect taxes in favor of open taxes based 
largely on ability to pay. Social s ty 
should be expanded to the point t it 
gives full instead of partial protection from 
illness, unemployment and old age. By 
placing the Government on a pay-as-you- 
go basis and reducing the consumers’ fear 
of insecurity, total spending can progress 
freely to maintain total produetion and 
rising living standards. 

Despite the arguments that orthodox 
economists will advance against it, Nathan 
has put into readable, digestible form «a 
highly intelligent approach to current and 
postwar economic probiems. . Incomplete 
as it may be, Ahe book is characterized by 
jn honest belief in the workability of the 
free-enterprise system if the collective in- 
telligence of the nation will apply itself 
toward making it function.

On the Peril of Trying to Do Too Much 
in Too Many Places

everywhere. 

A true and effective foreign 
policy cannot be formed on either 
one of these extreme and absolute 
assumptions, There is a middle 
ground Where we could concern 
ourselves with things we have to 
do and with things we can do, 
where we would refrain from try- 
ing to do things we do not have 
to do and cannot do. 

The President and Secretary 
Hull are in trouble because by 
their universal generalities they 
have caused our people to over- 
estimate the real power and influ- 
ence of the United States, to in- 
flate their hopes and then to be 
upset because the inflated hopes 
cannot be realized. By not cir- 
cumscribing clearly the limits of 
American interests and power, 
they have subjected themselves to 
the pressure of Poles, Zionists, 
South Slavs, Hindu nationalists 
and many others. 

For by trying to do too much, 
the result is almost certain to be 
that we shall do too little badly. 
And our people are being led to 
think that unless they can exer- 
cise the moral leadership of the 
whole world, they should be dis- 
appointed and then cynical, 


An Obstacle to Peace. 


This universalism, though it re- 
flects the most generous impulses, 
is rapidly becoming a greater ob- 
stacle to a good peace than the 
traditional isolationism. It has 
been said that a cynic is a disap- 
pointed sentimentalist; if Ameri- 
can. public opinion reverts to isola- 
tionism, it will be by reaction 
from the disappointments of uni- 
versalism. 

For the universalist view of for- 
eign affairs directs the attention 
of the government and of the 


ERHAPS the chief reason why we find it so difficult to come 
to agreement on definite and clear lines of foreign policy is 
that in so much of our thinking we assume that the choice is 
between isolation and universalism. Either we think we are con- 
cerned with nothing outside our borders, at least outside the Western 
Hemisphere, or we think we are equally aoncerned with everything

issues on which they cannot hope’! 


to have the final say. They be- 
come passionately involved in 
these insoluble issues. This causes 
them to overlook, neglect and 
postpone the taking of practical 
measures which lie within the 
orbit of American interests and 
influence. By not doing what can 
be done and trying to do what 
cannot be done, we are left with a 
general sense of frustration. 

Much has been said recently, 
with some envy and some anxiety, 
about how much more definite 
and practically effective is the 
Russian foreign policy. Where is 
it so effective? It is effective 
within the immediate reach of the 
power and influence of the Soviet 
Union, that is to say, in eastern 
and central Europe and the Bal- 
kans. There was a time when 
Soviet Russia also pursued a uni- 
versalist foreign policy. That was 
under the Third International. 
The policy was such a total failure 
that it brought about the total 
isolation of Russia in the 20 years 
between the two wars. 


Stalin’s Foreign Policy. 

The distinguishing character of 
Marshal Stalin’s foreign policy is 
that it is concentrated where the 
Russian interest and power are 
unmistakable, and that it is not 
diffused in all the regions of the 
earth. Thus his foreign policy does 
not concern itself with what we do 
about the Bolivian Government, 
nor with the relations of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth and the United 
States, nor with the relations of 
Britain and America with France, 
Belgium, The Netherlands and 
Norway, nor with Spain and Por- 
tugal, nor, in fact, with Italy and 
Greece. 

In all these vast regions of the 
earth, he has recognized the para- 
mount interest of the Western na- 
tions: the leadership is ours if we 
have the energy and clarity to 
exercise it. If once Marshal Stalin 
took the universalist view, which 
so Many among us are now preach- 
ing, and insisted on an equal voice 
on every issue in every part of the 
world, the fat would indeed be in 
the fire. 

The universalists argue that we 
cannot establish an order of peace 
in the world if we recognize that 
the various powers have different 
spheres of influence. But no 
amount of argument can alter the 
fact that a nation’s interest and 
influence are not uniform all over 
the globe. 

The United States has more in- 


fluence in the Caribbean than in 
the Baltic Sea or the Black Sea, 
more influence in the Pacific than 
it has in the Indian Ocean, more 
influence in Central America than 
in the Middle East, more influence 
in the upper part of South Ameri- 
ca than in the lower part of South 
America,' more influence in Weat- 
ern Europe than in Eastern 
Europe. 

We beg the question when we 
say that to recognize these facts, 
and to tailor our foreign policy to 
fit them, is to play “power poli- 
tics.” A foreign policy which is 
not tailored to fit the facts will 
end in frustration and failure, 


Everybody’s Business. 


There is an impression that the 
Moscow and Teheran agreements, 
the Fulbright and Connally resolu- 
tions, meant that henceforth every- 
body’s business was to be every- 
body’s business, that a world coun- 
cil of all the nations was to debate 
and pass upon the affairs of all 
the nations. This is ttterly im- 
possible: when its vital security is 
at stake no nation, not one, would 
entrust its fate to such a hetero- 
geneous and uninformed assembly. 


If it were possible, it would be 
in the highest degree undesirable: 
it would make every loca) question 
into a global question; it would 
entangle every issue with every 
other issue and produce on the 
scale of the whole world the thing 
which we know as logrolling in 
our legislative assemblies. 

The world order, which at Mos- 
cow we were pledged to help 
create, cannot fulfill its promise 
if it is burdened with issues that 
can and should be settled locally. 
We know how our own overcen- 
tralized Government creaks and 
groans because it seeks to decide 
too many things. 


In the international world the 
principle of decentralization is 
even more important. The neg- 
lect of this principle by President 
Wilson was one of the deciding 
causes of the failure of the league. 
He offered a choice between in- 
tervening everywhere and inter- 
vening nowhere, between unlim- 
ited commitments and no commit- 
ments. He could have had ratifi- 
cation of the league if he had 
been willing to reduce and limit 
the scope of the American com- 
mitment. Wilson’s universalism 
caused him to refuse, 


An Inspiring Document. 


Let us hope that Secretary Hull 
and his advisers and postwar 
planners will not present our peo- 
ple with the same black and white 
choice, 

We may take hope that this 
will not happen from the remark- 
ably able, and indeed inspiring, 
document which after two years 
of study has just been issued by 
some 200 distinguished Canadians 
and Americans. No one has yet 
stated so comprehensively and so 
learnedly the legal principles of a 
world order, But they have not 
fallen into the universalist fallacy. 
They have recognized that within 
a world order there must be room 
for the “organization of groups of 
states on the basis of regional 
propinguity, historical relation- 
ship or mutuality of interest for 
purposes not inconsistent with 
those of the universal organiza- 
tion.” 


If that principle were recog- 
nized and avowed by the Presi- 
dent and the State Department, 
they would emerge from their 
present troubles. They would free 
themselves from most of the do- 
mestic pressure groups and from 
diplomatic entanglements in re- 
gions like the Middle East and 
Eastern Europe, to which the 
United States has no propinquity, 
no historical relationship and only 
a remote national interest. They 
could devote their energies, freed 
of these entanglements, to organ- 
ization among the Western na- 
tions, with whom our vital inter- 
ests are directly involved.

Seventy persons attended a 
meeting called by the organizers 
of the Forum at Hotel Coronado 
yesterday afternoon. Talks out- 
lining the purpose of the organi- 
zation were made by Allen May, 
chairman; F. R. von Windegger, 
corresponding secretary; the Rev. 
Dr. B. F, Hall of Central Presby- 
terian Church; and the Rev. P. J. 
Holloran, 8. J., president of St. 
Louis University, ' 

Those attending signed cards 
stating their membership in va- 
rious bodies, though some said 
they were not authorized to speak 
for the organizations. Those listed 
were thé League of Women Voters, 
represented by its president, Mrs. 
George Gellhorn; War Mothers’ 
groups; Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution; United Daughters 
of the Confederacy; Veterans’ 
Welfare Association; Kiwanis 
clubs; Catholic Knights of Amer- 
ica; American Institute of Bank- 
ing; Child Conservation Confer- 
ence; Ethical Society and auxil- 
iary groups, and several churches 
and women’s clubs. 

The Rev. Dr. Hall, in his talk 
on the purposes of the Forum, said 
it was not. intended to indoc- 
trinate people, but to encourage 
thought and discussion of vital 
matters. He said the opponents 
of collaboration for peace were 
active, and read from a circular 
signed with the name of the 
America First party, which said 
the United States was “duped into 
this war by a gang of Jewish war- 
mongers,” and praised the spirit 
and purposes of the Axis nations.

JOHN FRANKLIN RHODES DIES; 
FORMER MISSOURI BAR HEAD 


KANSAS CITY, March 30 (AP). 
—John Franklin Rhodes, former 
president of the Missouri Bar As- 
sociation, died yesterday in a hos- 
pital, where he was taken a week 
ago after suffering a-heart attack.

But for the last three 
nights I’ve slept in various dug- 
outs at the front, and slept sound- 
ly. The last two nights I’ve slept 
in a grove. which was both bombed 
and shelled, and in which men 
were killed each night, and yet I 
never even woke up. That's what 
the combination of warmth, insu- 
lation against sound, and the 
sense of underground security can 
do for you.

Our bases in the Carib- 
bean are well established. The men are as comfortable as they 
can be under existing military and climatic conditions. They 
have two prime obligations, one to watch so that no enemy 
airplane or submarifie can get into the area undetected; two, to 
build up better relationships for the United States on the island 
and on the mainland so we will have friénds to help us meet

OOR vision is a problem that 
P has different aspects in the 
young from that which it has 

in older people. 
Poor vision in children is due, in 
nearly all cases, to poor mechani- 
cal construction of the eye—short- 


sightedness and far-sightedness— 
which depend on improper length 


.of the eyeball or astigmatism, 


which is improper curvature of 
the cornea. 

These mechanical defects do not 
cause any disability until the child 
begins intensive use of the eyes— 
until it begins school. An astig- 
matic, or short-sighted, eye does 
very well for walking and running 
around, playing with. toys, etc. 
And the child, never being con- 
scious of any disability, may be 
utterly confused when it is called 
upon to read, and can make no 
sense out of the printed page. 
Never having experienced any yis- 
ual difficulty before, it cannot an- 
alyze the reason for ‘not being able 
to keep up with its companions. 
And the parents put it down to 
stubbornness.

IT IS A COMMON experience 
for an oculist to have such a child 
brought to him and on asking it 
to read the letters on a test chart, 
which would require a visual abil- 
ity of only 5 per cent of normal, to 
have the child exclaim: “I don’t 
see any letters at all.” 


It doesn’t mean the child is go- 
ing blind or is partially blind, 
merely near-sighted. 


Poor vision in the old, or middle- 
aged, however, never has this kind 
of approach. The middle-aged 
man knows his vision is failing 
because he has a standard of an 
active life with good vision to com- 
pare it by. Of course in the mid- 
dle-aged not one case in a thou- 
sand is due to anything but the 
natural loss of elasticity of the 
lens — presbyopia-— which glasses 
will remedy. 


But that’ one-in-a-thousandth 
case may be cataract or glaucoma, 


Glaucoma is an increase in the 
pressure inside the-eyeball, If not 
relieved the pressure may destroy 
the optic nerve. This can be pre- 
vented in over 90 per cent of cases 
if it is discovered early enough. 


x * * 


GLAUCOMA practically always 
attacks both eyes and usually 
strikes people over 40. Glaucoma 
sometimes causes pain in the eyes, 
but rarely. Those who have pain 
from their glaucoma are lucky be- 
cause it takes them to the oculist. 
Most have slight indications of 
failing vision. Do you have to 
change your glasses regularly? Do 
you have slight dimming vision? 
Do your eyes or head ache after 
a prolonged stay in the dark? Do 
you see halos around street lights? 
These things do not necessarily 
mean glaucoma, but they may. 

If you go to your oculist regu- 
larly after 40 he will test the 
pressure of your eyeballs as part 
of a routine examination and this 
warns you in time. 


The danger to the middle-aged 
person with failing vision is that 
he is likely to try some fool pro- 
cedure that avoids treatment by 
an oculist. I have a letter from 
someone who wanted to know if 
killing a chicken and putting the 
warm entrals on the eye would 
cure cataract.

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They ‘Let Al Do It 
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Herring Has Been Fire Chief 45 Years, With 16 Other Jobs and Titles

MURPHYSBORO, M. March 29. 


F anything needs to be done in 

Murphysboro they say “Let Al 

do it.” Al is Albert Herring. 
As chief of the fire department 
and holder of 16 other jobs, he is 
the town's handy man and its 
most useful citizen. He does ev- 
erything that he is asked to do 
and a lot of other things that he 
thinks up himself. When he walks 
or runs—along the street the 
grownups greet him with “Hi, Al,” 
and the kids yell, “Hi, Pal,” for 
he is the familiar of all the men 


and women and the particular 


friend of the boys and girls. He 


. calls all of them his pals. 


For 45 years Albert Herring has - 
been fire chief and from time to - 


time he has been ex-officio head 
of pretty nearly everything else. 
In the town’s Who’s Who he is 
listed or has been listed as presi- 
dent of the park board, cemetery 
supervisor, electrical inspector, 
flue and heating inspector, head 
of the fire prevention bureau, 
chairman of the community char- 
ity organization, chief of Western 
United Safety Team, founder and 
for years chief of the Egyptian 
Fire Fighters’ Association, vice- 
president of the Illinois Firemen’s 
Association, member of the West- 
ern Electric Inspectors’ Associa- 
tion, sole honorary member east 
of the Rocky Mountains of the 
Pacific Fire Chiefs’ Association, 
member and badgebearer of 
Southern Regulars of Interna- 
tional Fire Chiefs, originator 25 
years ago of fire prevention in 
public schools, now national in 
scope, member of the Elks and 
Eagles and St. Andrew’s church, 
Santa Claus and wearer of the 
$385 diamond-studded = service 
badge presented to him by Fire 
Chief Alt of St. Louis and his 
staff as the outstanding small city 
fire chief who never missed a 
firemen’s convention—and other 
items too numerous to-mention. 

Born in a log cabin across the 
tracks in 1879, he went to work in 
the mines at the age of 10, greas- 
ing cars at the bottom for 50 
cents a day. The only thing he 
didn’t like about the job was that 
when there was a daytime fire in 
town he couldn’t run to it. There 
wasn't anything in life that young 
Al liked better than running to 
fires. 

In his teens he went into fire- 
fighting openly, joining up with 
the volunteers and fitting himself 
out with a hose and ladder wagon, 
tail step and everything, drawn 
by the family Dobbin, to take the 
place of the old hand cart that the 
volunteers pushed, That was only 
the beginning. Before he was 
through, he had that wagon rigged 
up like a big-time hook-and-lad- 
der, drawn by two ponies trained 
to. run under the harness, com- 
plete with quick-hitch collars pre- 
sented to him by Fire Chief Hale 
of Kansas pe ah os — 


For four years Herring operated 
his one-man setup, envied by all 
the young sprouts in town and a 
hero to all the kids. Then the 
city fathers decided that with such 
a beginning they should go on and 
have a regular fire department. 
Herring was only 19, but he was 
the logical man for chief, seeing 
as how he owned all the equip- 
ment. So he was named and 
moved his wagon and ponies up

He did not immediately expand 
into the town’s Pooh-Bah. Rather 
he grew into it. The explanation 
seems to be that there were things 
to be done arid he was willing and 
had plenty of time, for fires were 
few and far between. So they be- 
gan letting Al do it. The more 
he had to do the better he liked 
it. “Let Al. do it” became the 
town’s slogan. 

All the time Herring was build- 
ing up the fire department, adding 
everything new that came out and 
splashing on the red paint with a 
lavish hand, He went to all the 
conventions and if there was a 
parade the Murphysboro depart- 
ment came down the street look- 
ing like a geranium patch in full 
bloom. The chief himself was 
played UR at the conventions as a 
sort of boy wonder, for several 
years the youngest chief in the 
country. It wasn’t, however, the 
attention he attracted as a boy 
chief that took Herring to the 
conventions, He was genuinely 
interested in his job and eager to 
learn all that he could from the 
big chiefs he met. There are some- 
thing like a hundred convention 
badges in a big frame in his of- 
fice to testify to his zeal in that 
regard. It was a zeal that oe 
the years won for him the re 
of the members of the Internati oe 
al Fire Chiefs’ Association of the 
United States and Canada. 

It took a disaster to bring to 
Herring an unusual expression of 
the regard of his fellow chiefs. 
The cyclone that devastated Mur- 
physboro in’ 1925 destroyed the 
chief's home. Herrin had not 
been one to hold back when dis- 
asters had befallen other Illinois 
towns and cities, He had always 
been among the first to answer 
every call for help. So now, when 
he was in need of help, the fire- 
men of Illinois started a move- 
ment to replace his home. It 
spread over the country. A new 
home was built for him, better 
than the one he oo Shap at a cost 
of more than $12 

Another thing shat the cyclone 
did, it showed Herring that there 
was need for a closer organiza- 
tion of the fire fighters of South- 
ern Illinois in cases of disaster. 

Before the year was out Her- 
ring called a meeting of Southern 
Illinois chiefs at Cairo. Nine an- 
swered his call. The Egyptian 
Fire Fighters’ Association was 
formed, Now all the cities and 
towns of Southern Illinois, from 
East St. Louis to Cairo, are in it 
and there is a plan for them to 
work together whenever and 
wherever a disaster occurs. 

There came a time when some- 


‘compulsory in the 


body suggested to James E. Rock- 
well, publisher of the Murphys- 
boro Independent, that the Fire 
Chief should have an automobile, 
Rockwell put a piece in the paper 
about it. Contributions poured in, 
many. of them accompanied by 
letters. One of the letters sent to 
the newspaper office Herring has 
kept among his most cherished 
possessions— 
x SR &® 


“T red in the paper that you 
was to git Mr. Herrins a new car 
but mony don’t seem to be comin’ 
in very fast. Now I’m only a pore 
old washerwoman, 63 this July, 
without a chick or’a child in this 
world. I aint got nothin’ to burn 
down, but Mr. Herrins is a gude 
man and I want to du my part. 
So here’s 50 cents I save from my 
wash and some greens I sold. He's 
always hept us poor peple and I 
no we ough to hep him.” 

With letters like that to help 
along, the funds rolled in and 
presently Herring had a shiny car 
with “CHIEF” on the doors, and 
fitted out with “everything except 
a kitchen range,” as Rockwell 
says, including a bell out in front 
that was given to him 35 years 
ago by Fire Chief Swingley of St. 
Louis. 


Herring has always claimed that 
he started fire prevention in the 
schools of the country, and no- 
body has denied it. The start was 
made in the local schools with pre- 
vention talks and inspections by 
the boys, directed by the Chief. 
Fire prevention instruction is 
Murphysboro 
schools now and it is given in 
schools all over the country. 

w *&. 


Herring has as hig greatest hon- 
or his job as fire chief and as 
minor distinctions the other places 


that he fills, but “town moocher” ’ 


is the title that he chuckles over 
with the most satisfaction. He 
earned it a long time ago when 
he began collecting from the 
“haves” for the relief of the “have- 
nots.” Every time he leaves the 
fire house on foot it is a safe bet 
that he is on a mooch. He walks 
into a store and the store man

puts up his hands. “What do you 
want this time?” he asks, and 
Herring says he'd like to have a 
pair of shoes for a barefoot kid 
down by the tracks, or a dollar 
to help pay his mother’s rent. Al- 
ways, the merchants give with a 
grin, for they know Al will make 
good use of the gifts. 

For years Herring handled all 
the charity and relief work. Last 
year a community chest was or 
ganized, and a drive put on to 
end ‘all drives. It practically put 
Herring out of business as a 
moocher, for a sum was set aside 
for emergencies, labeled “Albert 
Fund,” on which he can draw 
when he pleases, and no questions 
asked. It isn’t as much fun as 
mooching and Herring doesn’t 
take to it any too well. Besides, 
it’s hard to break an old habit. So 
sometimes he doesn’t bother to 
draw on the fund but just goes 
out on the street and gets what he 
wants, 

The one crowning privilege that 
Albert Herring covets is to die 
with his booots on. It is not for 
himself that he covets this, It 
would be a nice way to honor the 
community that has honored him.

HE declarer in today’s deal 
lost a redoubled contract be- 
cause he was afraid to shorten 
his own trump suit, when, as «4 
matter of fact, he should have wel- 
comed the opportunity. 
South, dealer.

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West’s jump over-call was ab- 
surd, and it trapped East into «a 
bad double. 

West led the king and queen of 
hearts. South ruffed, led the spade 
king, then tried out the diamond 
finesse. West covered the queen 
and the ace won. Now the club 
queen was led. East won and ex- 
ited with a diamond. The jack 
won and now, instead of ruffing 

a heart, declarer led a low dia- 
—— willing that East should 
ruff, since he obviously had a 
trump trick anyway. East obliged 
and returned a low club. The king 
won and a heart was discarded 
from dummy. Now, to avoid losing 
any more cub tricks, declarer had 
to ruff'them in dummy, and the 
result was that he could neither 
draw East's trumps nor, without 
doing so, cash his last diamond. 
East had to make another trump 
trick for the contract's defeat. 


If South had deliberately ruffed 
a second heart and then knocked 
out the club ace defenders 
would have been helpless. Even 
if East discarded his last diamond 
while South was ruffing a heart, 
it would be for South to cash 
his other top trump, then lead 
good diamondg until East ruffed. 
Now dummy could ruff a club 
with the nine of trumps, pick up 
East’s last trump with the queen. 
and declarer could claim the bal- 
ance.
